Taxes 
Coming 
Down 


By CHARLES P. BURGES 


Menlo Park taxpayers will be 
able to take a respite from rapidly 


Ss 


ascending property taxes this 
year, In most of Menlo Park, in 
fact, there will be a noticeably 


lower tax bill. In that part of Men- 
lo Park in the Ravenswood School 
District, however, there will be 
some further increase. 


City taxpayers in the Menlo 
Park School District this No- 
vember will find the tax bill in 
the mail box to be about 3 per 
cent lower. The rate last year 
was $6.852; this year it is $6.636. 


City taxpayers in Las Lomitas 
School District have an equal 
cause for celebratian with a drop 
from $7.855 (the county’s highest 
rate last year) to $7.615. 


In Ravenswood School District 
in Menlo, Park Sanitary District 
the rate has risen one per cent 


from $7,065 to $7.153. In Ravens 
wood School District in North Pa- 
lo Alto Sanitary District. the rate 
has risen from $6.965 to $7,120, or 
by 2 per cent. 

These changes are the net re- 
sult of conflicting rate adjust- 
ments of the numerous individual 
taxing districts. The city rate at 
73 cents is unchanged from last 
year. The county rate has gone up 
4 cents to $1.38. 

Sequoia fligh School  Dis- 
trict’s total tax remained un- 
changed at $1.17, the increase of 
14 cents in the operating rate 
being offset by an equal drop in 
the tax vate for bonds. 

Menlo Park School District’s to- 
tal tax rate dropped 18 cents from 
$2.11 to $1.98, achieved by a drop 
in the cperating iax of 5 cents, the | 
bond tax of 11 cents, and the state 
loan repayment tax of 2 cents. | 
Ravenswood School District tax | 
was unchanged at $2.60, a large| 
cut of 39 cents in operation being 
offset by a 87 cent increase in| 
bond taxes, and a 2 cent increase 
in state loan repayment. 

Las Lomitas’ rate was down 19} 


and taxing only for bond issues. | 
The result was a decrease of 13 | 
cents from last year’s 28 cents | 
to 15 this year. Ravenswood 
School District is not in the hos- 
pilal district. 

Sanitary districts also produced | 
favorable news for the taxpayer. 
Menlo Park Sanitary District cut 


its rate from 42 cents to 35 cents, 
a 7 cent drop. North Palo Alto} 
dropped ‘2 cent from 32 to 3144.| 


Menlo Park Fire District, engag-| 
ed in a program of constructing |

Down to Earth: 


Of Care, Soil Prepar 


By TERRY LEE 


You have just one chance to 
plant spring flowering bulbs—-in 
the fall. 

{f you promised yourself some 
daffodils and tulips, get busy now 
For my delight there is nothing 
so grand as a clump of shiney 
bright daffodils. and I like them 
all the more having almost forgot 
ten about planting them. 

A lot of people object to the fol- 
iage, which must be allowed to dry 
so you might trv planting hulbe 
around low shrubs, like the Juni- 
ver sabina. low growing rosemary 
or ceanothus. 

Then the withering leaves can 
be tucked under the shrubs in the 
spring. 

The shrubs a'so make a safe 
hiding place for ranurenlus, 
the new shoots the birds like so 
weil are protected until they 
are large enough to be undesir- 
able. 

Unfortunately, gonhers enjov 
all bulbs except daffodils andi 
grape hyacinths. Anyway. I think 
they are the prettiest of spring 
flowers, require a minimum of 
care, and can remain in the 
ground at least three years. Then 


thev give you a harvest of new 
bulbs. 
Daffodils are showy set in 


groups of 10 to 12. They should be 


six inches apart and about that 
desp. Tt is better to naturalize 
them than plant them in stiff 
rows. 

The grape hyacinth should be 
planted three inches deer and 
about 18 bulbs to a square foot. 
SPRING DRESSING 

In the svring. a top dressing of 
bone menl after the flowers are 


one will improve bulbs that have 
been in the ground for several 
years, 
Buying bulbs because they are 
cheap is no excuse for a purchase. 
The old saying. “you get what you 
pay for,” upplics to bulbs almost 
more than any other mer¢handise 
Size is most important for good 
flowers, then firmness of bulb and 
a clean, sweet smell. Double or 
triple nose daffodils have the most 
flowers. 

Some daffodil varieties will 
multiply and bloom more each 
snoring. Among the hest are 
those of the Leedsi classifica- 
tion, that have white perianths 
and various sized cups ranging 
from white to gold to the new 
pinks. 
Stella, 


Grand Duchess, 
Kasner. Tunis are a few; 
Rim, Lady Bird and Siam 
pinks. The John Evelyn hybrids 
multiply rapidly, and Duke of 
Windsor is one of the best. 
Narcissus varieties usually do 
not multiply or naturalize well if} 
they have huge yellow or orange 
trumpets, are all white (Beershe- 
ba is an exception) or have all- 
yellow perianths. The Short Cup 
daffodils are excelient, Francesea 
Drake, Kansas, and the small but 
early February Gold.

‘Lighting Can Transform A Garden Or Doorway

HOME LIGHTING 

With all of these ambitious pro- 
jects all around-us, there is still 
no reason for hestitation when it 
comes to the lighting of our own 
It takes 
some study, either by yourself or 
by an expert brought in for the 
work but the end result can real- 
ly enhance your own enjoyment of 
your surroundings. 

Consider dramatizing an en- 
trance beyond the mere light over 
the door. Or, in these days of large 
picture windows, the mirror effeet 
created by a large area of glass 
could be changed into a glimpse 
of garden vista, achieved through 
through lighting out-of-doors. 

Here’s a specific example that 
we discovered. It was at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Mur- 
phy, 246 Elena avenue, Atherton. 

The Murphys planned a cocktail 
party recently and it was Mr. Mur- 
phy who happened on the idea of 
lighting up a group of eight or 
nine redwood trees as a backdrop 
for the festivities. : 

AT BOHEMIAN GROVE 

For several years he’d been par- 
ticipating in the lighting arrange- 
ments at the annual Bohemian 
Grove encampments where special 
lighting under the redwood trees 
there set the stage for the show. 

From the front entrance to the 
Murphy home, you can look 
straight through to the redwood 
grove, and so this was the part of 
the garden chosen to light. Mrs. 
Murphy said that they felt that to 
light up the entire garden would 
have distracted from rather than 
highlighting the trees which are 
backed by a thick bamboo hedge. 

Needless to say, the lighting 
added much to the success of the} 
party and was much acclaimed 
as well. It was only a tempor: 
ary arrangement, but it has start- 
ed the Murphys to think of possi- | 
ble permanent installations.
